Seen For El Don

Larger and better working facilities are planned for 
the El Don staff in the proposed fine arts building slated 
for construction with the money voted by Santa Anans for 
college buildings, Carl Venstrom, journalism chairman, 


pepontod to the El Don editor to- 
ay. 

Preliminary plans are being 
worked out by school officials. In 
the journalism area, El Don editor 
and business manager will have 
their own offices. Other space 
planned is the publication’s class- 
room, newsroom, faculty office, 
photographic darkroom and a stor- 
age room. The yearbook’s workin 
pe also will be increased, an 
the news bureau will have a work 
room, storage room and a news 
bureau office, Venstrom stated. 


Labs Planned 


Other floor space in the fine 
arts building will be used for 
drawing and painting labs, a room 
for general crafts and design, a 
shop for ceramics and heavy 
crafts, a combination gallery and 
display room and classrooms, ac- 
cording to Dr. Daniel C. McNaugh- 
ton, SAC director. 

New shop buildings will house 
the following shops: Auto body, 
auto mechanics, machine shop, 
welding, mill cabinet and building 
trades, electrical, electronics and 
radio. There will also be two class- 
rooms and conference rooms, six 
offices, and various tool cribs, 
supply rooms and lockers. 

Near Flagpole 

The location of the new SAC 
library, first of the three buildings 
slated for construction, is in the 
immediate area southwest of the 
flagpole. The exterior of all three 
buildings will harmonize with pre- 


sent buildings on campus. 


Preliminary procedure for con- 
struction is complicated and Dr. 
McNaughton does not expect the 
library or classrooms to be ready 
for use before the ’57 fall term. 

Before any plans are drawn for 
the buildings the architect con- 
sults with the faculty members to 
receive their suggestions and learn 
their needs. Together they visit 
other junior college campuses to 
study the buildings, accepting 
some ideas, rejecting others. 


Safety Stressed 

After the preliminary drawings 
are made by the architect they are 
submitted to the faculty for their 
approval, then the drawings go to 
the Board of Trustees. If the 
board approves them, a detailed 
plan is made which is then sub- 
mitted to the State Division of 
Architecture. This board is mostly 
concerned with the safety angle of 
the building, especially its ability 
to withstand earthquakes, and all 
public buildings must have this de- 
partments approval. 

The architect’s plans are held in 
the State architect’s office from 
six weeks to three months. After 
their approval is obtained the 
Board of Trustees advertise for 
bids. When the bids are opened 
the board awards the contract to 
the Iéwest bidder, unless all bids 
are too high, making it necessary 
to redesign the building, lowering 
the cost to meet available funds.

Deciding that the 
safest play was no play at all the 
San Berdoo squad began a stall 
that eventually smothered the 
Santa Ana rally. 


The Dons were hampered a 
great deal during the latter part 
of the season by a lack of depth, 
and entering their final game with 
only seven men.

Another ankle injury befell Gil 
Rodriquez, one of the two Don 
subs, sidelining him early in the 
game.
